NOTIFICATION 
MAHARASHTRA Motor VEHICLES TAX ACT. 

No. PSP-2004/CR-20/L.B. 3/Road-9A.—Whereas, the Government of Maharashtra has vide 
Government Notification, Public Works Department, No. PSP 2004/CR-20/Road 9, dated the 16th 
March 2004 (hereinafter referred to as “the said notification”), levied the toll on classes of motor 
vehicles specified in column (2) of the Schedule appended thereto and on the trailors drawn by 
such motor vehicles, passing over the State Highway No.76 to Takali-Kasegaon-Anwali Road, 
Major District Road No. 71, improved in Kilometres 0/000 to kilometres 11/000, in Solapur District 
(hereinafter referred to as “ the said road”) under the “Build, Operate and Transfer (B.O.T.) 
Scheme” by Messers Ashoka Bridgeways, Pune at the rates and for the period specified against 
each of the said motor vehicles in column (3) of the said Schedule with effect from the 17th March 
2004 to the 15th May 2017 at the toll collection centres situated at kilometer 3/400 near Kasegaon 
Phata and kilometer 10/800 near Anwali Phata on the said road ; 


And whereas, the Government of Maharashtra has, in view of an order dated the 30th June 
2014 of the Court of District Judge, Pandharpur, passed in Civil Application No.29 of 2014 and an 
order dated the 14th August 2020 of a sole arbitrator, appointed by the Bombay High Court to 
arbitrate in the matter vide various Government Notifications issued, from time to time, levied 
and collected the toll on the vehicles passing over the said road upto 6th March 2021 ; 
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And whereas, in view of an order dated 2nd December 2020 of the said sole arbitrator to 
continue the interim order dated 14th August 2020 pending the final disposal of arbitration 
application, the Government considers it expedient to levy and collect the toll on the motor vehicles 
passing over the said road upto the 6th May 2021 ; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (1-A), (1-B), (1-C), (1-D) 
and (1-E) of section 20 of the Maharashtra Motor Vehicles Tax Act (LXV of 1958), the Government 
of Maharashtra hereby declares that the toll shall be levied on the classes of motor vehicles specified 
in column (2) of the Schedule appended hereto and on the trailors drawn by such motor vehicles, 
passing over the said road at the rates specified against each of the said vehicle in column (38) of 
the said Schedule, with effect from the 7th March 2021 to 6th May 2021 at the toll collection 
centres constructed at kilometer 3/400 near Kasegaon Phata and kilometer 10/800 near Anwali 
Phata on the said road.

Notes :— 


1. For the purpose of this notification, Messers Ashoka Bridgeways, Pune is authorized to 
collect and retain the amount of toll at the toll collection centers constructed at kilometer 3/400 
near Kasegaon Phata and kilometer 10/800 near Anwali Phata on the above mentioned road. 


2. The following types of vehicles are exempted from payment of toll, namely:- 

() VVIP vehicles carrying President of India, Vice-President of India, Governor of State, 
Public Representatives entitled for red lamp on their vehicles. 

(ii) Vehicles carrying sitting Members of, Parliament, Maharashtra Legislative Assembly 
and Maharashtra Legislative Council. 
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(iii) Vehicles carrying Ex-Members of, Parliament, Maharashtra Legislative Assembly 
and Maharashtra Legislative Council. 

(iv) State and Central Government vehicles. 

(v) Defence vehicles. 

(vi) Police Department vehicles. 

(vit) Posts and Telegraph Department vehicles. 

(viii) Ambulances. 

(ix) Hearses. 

(x) Fire fighting vehicles. 
3. The above mentioned rates shall be displayed on boards clearly visible to the people in 


the vicinity of the toll collection centre. A computerised toll receipt shall be issued on each and 
every occasion of recovery of toll. 


4. Electronic Display Board clearly visible to the people shall be installed in vicinity of toll 


collection centre. 


5. Concessions in rates of toll are as given below, namely :— 

(र) When the same vehicle has to cross the toll Plaza more than once in a day, the users 
shall have the option to pay 1.90 times of the above toll rates while crossing the each toll 
station in the first trip itself for all trips in the day; or if the vehicle has to use the facility 
continuously and quite frequently for the entire month or even beyond that for much longer 
period, the vehicle owner can have a monthly pass, on the payment of charges equal to fifty- 
five single trips. 

(it) Vehicles passing through both the toll collection centres in the same trip, shall be 
required to pay toll charges only at the first crossing point.
